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Southport  is  situated  on  the  north-west  coast  of  Lancashire,  and  is  about  five 
miles  to  the  south  of  the  Ribble  Estuary,  20  miles  to  the  north  of  Liverpool,  and 
about  40  miles  by  rail  from  Manchester.  Aspect,  north-west. 

Sit@  and  Soil.-*— The  district  is  for  some  miles  around  a  flat  one,  with  sandy 
soil.  The  houses,  except  the  business  premises  in,  the  centre  of  the  town,  are  mostly 
detached  or  semi-detached,  with  large  gardens.  The  streets  are  broad,  and  many  of 
them  planted  down  both  sides  with  trees. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  many  large  Institutions*  such  as  the  Southport 
Infirmary,  several  Convalescent  Hospitals  and  Homes,  Sanatoria,  a  large  number  of 
Schools,  and  a  considerable  number  of  Hotels  (both  large  and  small). 

The  Water  Supply  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  near  Ormskirk,  about  eight 
miles  from  Southport,  belonging  to>  the  Southport,  Birkdale,  and  West  Lancashire 
Water  Board,  and  is,  though  rather  hard,  of  exceptional  purity,  and  practically 
unlimited  in  quantity.  The  hardness  is  principally  due  to  carbonate  of  lime,  and  is 
removed  to  a  considerable  extent  by  boiling. 

Drainage  is  by  gravitation  into  the  sea,  the  sewer  outlet  being  about  three  miles 
to  the  north  of  the  town.  Steam  pumping  is  also  being  made  use  of  to-  a  small  extent 
at  the  outlet,  and  small  experimental  bacterial  filter  beds  have  also  recently  been 
put  down.  A  new  scheme  for  pumping  and  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  at  the  outlet 
has  been  decided  upon,  arid  awaits  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board.

Gentlemen, 

The  population  of  Southport,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  to-  the  middle 
of  the  year  1904,  was  50,385. 

Assuming  the  proportion  of  males  and  females  in  the  population  to  have  remained 
the  same  as  at  the  Census  in  1901,  the  respective  numbers  in  1904  were:  — 

Males  . . .  20,798 

Females  .  29,587 

These  figures  give  the  proportion  of  males  to  females  as  100  to  142,  and  show  an 
excess  of  females  over  males  of  8,789. 

The  births  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1904  were  882,  of  which 
478  were  males  and  404  females.  The  resulting  birth-rate  was  17.51  per  1,000,  which 
is  .69  per  1,000  below  the  rate  for  last  year,  and  is  the  lowest  birth-rate  yet  recorded 
in  the  Borough.  It  is  also  3.58  per  1,000  below  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 
This  rate  was  at  the  highest  point  of  which  we  have  any  record  in  1877,  when  it  was 
33.87  per  1,000.  Since  that  date,  with  slight  fluctuations,  it  has  gradually  fallen,  until 
in  1895  it  reached  23.38  per  1,000,  and  since  1895  it  has  fallen  without  interruption  to 
the  rate  recorded  above  for  1904,  viz.,  17.51  per  1,000. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  country  generally  for  the  year  1903  was  28.4  per  1,000. 
In  1895  this  rate  was  30.3,  and,  as  has  occurred  in  our  own  town  since  that  date, 
it  has  fallen  without  interruption  to  the  above  figure,  viz.,  28.4  per  1,000.  The  fall 
in  the  rate,  however,  in  Southport,  will  be  seen,  to  have  been  much  greater  in  extent 
than  in  the  country  generally. 

The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Borough,  and  in  the  Borough  Infectious 
D  iseases  Hospital  in  Moss  Lane  (which,  although  just  beyond  the  Borough  boundary, 
is  counted  for  the  purpose  of  this  report  as  being  within  the  boundary),  was  720,  of 
which  358  were  of  males  and  362  of  females.  These  figures  give  a  gross  death-rate 
of  14.29  per  1,000  of  the  population  against:  14.45  ]n  the  previous  year,  and  is  the 
lowest  gross  death-rate  yet  recorded  in  the  Borough.  The  average  gross  death-rate 
for  the  previous  ten  years  was  16.27  per  1,000'. 

Deducting  from  the  above  720  deaths,  72  deaths  of  visitors  whoi  came  into'  the 
town  in  a  precarious  state  of  health  and  died  after  only  a  short  stay  here,  we  have 
648  deaths,  from  which  by  calculation  is  obtained  a  “local'1  death-rate  of  12.86  per 
1,000,  which,  with  the  exception  of  last  year’s  rate  of  12.74,  is  also  the  lowest  recorded. 
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To  the  720  deaths,  however,  which  occurred  in  the  Borough,  and  in  the  Borough 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  (11  deaths),  should  be  added  31  deaths  of  persons 
belonging  to  Southport  which  occurred  in  the  Ormskirk  Workhouse,  making  a  total  of 
751  deaths,  and  after  deducting  from  these  the  72  deaths  of  moribund  visitors  who 
did  not  belong  to  the  Borough,  we  have  679  deaths  strictly  belonging  to  Southport. 
The  death-rate,  calculated  on  these  679  deaths,  is  13.48  per  1,000,  and  is  perhaps  the 
most  correct  indication  of  the  actual  mortality  of  the  Borough  it  is  possible  to-  obtain.

The  72  visitors  who  came

rs  in  1904  than,  in  the  previous  year,  when  there  were 


85  such  visitors. 


The  principal  causes  of  death  of  these  visitors,  in  order  of  numerical  importance, 
were  as  follows: — Heart  Disease  (13  deaths),  Consumption  of  Lungs  (10  deaths), 
Cancer  (8  deaths),  Bronchitis  (7  deaths),  Cerebral  Apoplexy  (4  deaths),  and  Diabetes 
(4  deaths). 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  Southport  of  these  cases  was  about  68  days,  and 
varied  from  a  little  under  twelve  months — the  longest  period  of  residence  of  any  of 
these  visitors  before  death- — to  one  day  in  other  cases. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate — or,  in  other  words,  the  death-rate  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  diseases,  such  as  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea; — was  .73  per  1,000,  which  is  .24  lower  than 
the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  and  .29  lower  than  the  average  rate  of  1.04  per  1,000 
for  the  previous  ten  years.

CONSUMPTION  OF  THE  LUNGS. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  caused  during  the  year  by  Consumption  of  the 
Lungs  was  56,  which  is  a  somewhat  higher  figure  than  has  obtained  for  the  last  few 
years- — in  fact,  since  the  year  1900.  The  following  figures,  taken  from  Table  IV.  rt 
the  end  of  this  and  previous  reports,  show  the  number  of  deaths  from  Consumption  of 
the  Lungs,  and  also  from  other  forms  of  tubercular  disease  which  have  occurred  in 
the  Borough  during  the  last  five  years:  —

These  figures  show  that,  while  a  marked  decrease  took  place  in  the  number  of 
these  deaths  from  the  year  1900  to  1903,  there  was  a  rise  again  last  year,  which, 
however,  it  may  be  hoped  is  only  temporary.  For  the  cure:  and  prevention  of  this 
disease,  the  provision  of  plenty  of  ireish  air  in  our  homes,  workshops,  and  other 
resorts,  is  now  admitted  on  all  hands  as  being  of  more  importance  than  possibly  any 
other  hygienic  factor.  Even  in  these  enlightened  days  the  public  are  much  too  content 
to  breathe  over  and  over  again  the.  air  breathed  by  themselves  or  other  persons  in  a 
room,  instead  of  making  an  effort  to  maintain  some  freshness  of  the  air  about  them. 
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The  voluntary  notification  of  this  disease  was  adopted  in  Southport  in  September, 
1901,  but  very  little  use  has  been  made  of  it  by  the  medical  profession,  of  the  Borough. 
This  may  have  been  due  to  a  feeling  on  their  part  that  little  more  could  be  done  for 
their  patients  than  was  being  done  under  their  advice,  and  also1  from  a  somewhat 
natural  feeling  that  in  some  cases  the  patient  would  feel  that  by  notification  he  was 
being  branded  as  a  centre  of  infection,  to  his  own  discomfort  and  injury.  In  all  cases 
where  disinfection  can  be  done,  either  on  our  suggestion  or  at  the  request  of  the  friends 
of  patients,  particularly  after  death,  it  is  always  done  free  of  cost. 

Notices  against  spitting  continue  to>  be  put  up  in  all  our  trams,  railway  stations, 
and  other  resorts,  and  have  no  doubt  done  a  good  deal  toi  stop  or  check  a  very 
objectionable  habit. 


The  following  table  shows  that  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  varies  considerably 
in  different  parts  of  the  Borough,  the  highest  rate  being  in  the  six  Central  Wards,  the 
second  highest  in  the  combined  Scarisbrick  and  Sussex  Wards,  and  the  lowest  in  Park 
Ward.  This  unequal  distribution  may  be  explained  as  being  principally  dependent 
probably  on  the  relative  degrees  of  crowding  of  the  houses  in  the  different  wards, 
the  Scarisbrick  and  Sussex  Wards  being  the  most  densely  populated  parts  of  the 
Borough,  and  also  by  the  Central  Wards,  in  addition,  receiving  the  greater  number 
of  visitors,  many  of  them  already  affected  by  the  disease  before  they  come  to 
Southport.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  birth-rate  varies  very  considerably  in  different 
parts  of  the  Borough.  It  will  be  seen,  for  instance,  that  while  in  Scarisbrick  and 
Sussex  Wards  it  is  as  high  as  31.92  per  1,000,  in  Park  War'd  it  is  as  low  as  5.73 
per  1,000. 
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INFANTILE  DEATH-RATE. 

The  number  of  Infants  who  died  in  1904  in  the  Borough  under  one  year  of  age 
was  1 15,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  130  deaths  per  1,000  registered  births.  This 
is  an  improvement  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  which  was  138  per  1,000,  but 
compared  with  rates  of  about  70  or  80  per  1,000  of  many  rural  districts,  even  of 
Lancashire,  is  much  too  high. 

The  principal  causes  of  these  115  deaths  were  as  follows: — Congenital  Debility 
or  Inanition  (21  deaths),  Premature  Birth  (15  deaths),  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  (8  deaths), 
Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea,  not  epidemic  (13  deaths),  Pneumonia  (ic  deaths),  and 
Convulsions  (4  deaths). 

The  streets  or  roads  in  which  most  of  these  deaths  occurred  were  as  follows  :  — 

St.  Luke’s  Road  (6  deaths),  Bispham  Road  (6  deaths),  High  Park  Road  (6  deaths), 
Warwick  Street  (5  deaths),  Boundary  Street  (4  deaths),  Back  Virginia  Street  (4  deaths), 
Hey  sham  Road  (4  deaths),  and  Thornton  Road  (4  deaths). 

In  the  hope  of  further  reducing  this  mortality,  as  in  previous  years  pamphlets 
containing  instructions  on  the  care  and  feeding  of  Infants  have  been  issued  by  me, 
and  sent  by  post  to  every  house  where  a  birth  has  taken  place,  and,  in  addition,  the 
District  Nursing  Society  has  kindly  allowed  its  nurses  to'  give  help  and  advice  to 
young  mothers. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

The  above  Hospital  contains  in  the  ordinary  wards  accommodation  for  48  patients. 
In  addition,  there  is  a  special  Pavilion  containing  ten  beds,  erected  for  and  maintained 
by  the  Private  Schools  in  the  Borough,  and  'al-so  a  special  Pavilion  with  twelve  beds 
for  Smallpox.  All  these  buildings  are  in  a  good  sanitary  condition. 

During  the  year  a  small  building,  divided  into  three  rooms:,  has  been  erected,  the 
centre  room  containing  a  bath,  from  which  bo  discharge  patients  who  have  become 
convalescent, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  diseases  now  compulsorily  notifiable  in  Southport  include  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  and  Chicken  Pox  ;  and  Consumption  of  the  Lungs  is  also'  voluntarily  notifiable.

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SMALLPOX. 

During  the  year  seven  cases  of  the  above  disease  occurred  in  the  Borough,  with 
two  deaths.  The  first  case  was  discovered  in  St.  Luke's  Road  on  February  24th,  and 
proved  to  be  of  a  virulent  type.  It  proved  fatal  six  days  after  admission  to<  Hospital. 
The  husband  of  the  above  patient  contracted,  probably  from  his  wife,  a  mild  form  of 
the  disease,  and  recovered.  The  source  of  infection  of  these  cases  could  not  be 
discovered.  Neither  the  husband  nor  wife  had  been  away  from  home,  and  there  was 
no  other  case  in  the  Borough.  The  only  source  that  could  be  suspected  was  some 
papers  received  from  an  adjoining  infected  town. 

On  March  24th,  a  case  was  notified  in  Thornton  Road,  also  of  a  virulent  and 
fatal  type.  This  patient  probably  contracted  the  disease  while  working  away  from 
Southport.  From  this  case  another  case  arose  in  Old  Park  Lane.  This  was  removed 
to  Hospital,  and  recovered. 

On  April  21st,  a  case  occurred  in  High  Park  Road.  The  source  of  infection  was 
probably  from  the  case  in  Old  Park  Lane,  through  the  children  of  both  houses  playing 
together.  A  second  case  occurred  in  the  same  house  in  High  Park  Road.  Both  were 
removed  to  Hospital,  and  recovered. 

On  May  25th,  a  case  occurred  in  Canning  Road.  It  was  removed  to  Hospital, 
and  recovered.  The  source  of  this  case  was  a  relative  who'  had  had  a  very  mild  attack 
of  the  disease  in  the  same  house,  but  had  not  been  specially  treated  for  it.  The  source 
of  infection  of  the  first  of  these  two  cases  could  not  Be  discovered. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

This  disease  was  more  prevalent  in  1904  than  it  has  been  for  some  years,  there 
having  been  333  cases  notified  during  the  year — -the  highest  number  of  cases  since  the 
year  1896 — and  of  these  cases,  10  were  fatal. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  36,  which  is  somewhat  above  the  average  of  31 
for  the  previous  10  years.  The  disease,  however,  was.  fortunately  of  a  mild  type,  two 
cases  only  proving  fatal. 

The  number  of  fatal  cases  for  the  last  five  years  have  been  as  follows: — 111  the 
year  1900,  2  deaths;  in  1901,  15  deaths;  in  1902,  6  deaths;  in  1903,  2  deaths;  and  in 
1904,  2  deaths. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  of  this  disease  was  10,  a  figure  which  is  much  below 
the  average  of  36  for  the  previous  10  years,  and  of  the  10  cases  none  was  fatal. 

The  number  of  cases  and  deaths  for  the  last  five  years  have  been  as  follows:  — 
In  the  year  1900,  38  cases  and  8  deaths;  in  1901,  33  cases  and  9  deaths;  in  1902, 
31  cases  and  4  deaths;  in  1903,  21  cases  and  7  deaths;  and  in  1904,  10  cases  and 
no  deaths. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 

Thirty-two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  with  no  deaths. 


CHICKEN  POX,  MEASLES,  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

These  diseases  are  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  Borough  of  Southport.  Chicken 
Pox  is  in  itself  a  very  mild  complaint,  and  is  only  made  notifiable  to  prevent  any  danger 
of  cases  of  mild  Smallpox  being  overlooked  as  Chicken  Pox,  the  two  diseases  under 
such  circumstances  being  often  much  alike. 

Though  the  number  of  cases  of  the  above  diseases  was  somewhat  less  in  1904 
than  in  the  previous  year  when  they  totalled  1,577  cases,  these  diseases  in  1904  still 
furnished  a  total  of  954  cases,  with  14  deaths,  Chicken  Pox  being  responsible  for 

2 r 7  cases  and  no  deaths,  Measles  for  504  cases  and  9  deaths,  and  Whooping  Cough 

for  233  cases  and  5  deaths. 

These  two  latter  diseases  are  often  too  lightly  regarded  by  the  public,  but 
statistics,  as  above,  prove  that  they  claim  too  many  victims  for  the  public  still  to 
continue  to  regard  them  so  lightly. 

From  Table  VII.  at  the  end  of  this  report,  it  will  be  found  that  during  the  last 

five  years,  while  Scarlet  Fever  caused  31  deaths,  Measles  also  caused  31  deaths,  and 

Whooping  Cough  44  deaths.  # 

It  cannot,  I  think,  be  too  strongly  pointed  out  that  it  is  the  duty  of  all  parents 
not  only  to  take  every  care  of  a  child — and  these  diseases  are  practically  confined  to 
children — when  suffering  from  either  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough,  but  also  to  prevent, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  spread  of  these  diseases  when  once  they  have  broken  out  in  a 
family.  Such  children,  even  after  apparent  recovery,  are  still  for  some  months 
afterwards  very  liable,  when  exposed  to  cold  or  wet,  to  contract  some  'dangerous  lung 
trouble  which  may  easily  prove  fatal,  or,  even  if  not  immediately  fatal,  may  leave  the 
lungs  so  damaged  that  they  are  predisposed  to  Consumption  in  later  years. 


CANCER,  MALIGNANT  DISEASE. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to1  Cancer  which  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year  was,  after  correcting  for  deaths  in  Public  Institutions,  some  of  these  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  and  some  not  belonging,  56.  This  is  a  slight  increase  over 
the  figure  for  the  previous  year  of  52. 

The  number  of  deaths  for  the  past  five  years  respectively  has  been  as  follows  :  38,  62, 
•  46,  52,  56.  These  figures  give  rates  which  are  about  the  average  for  places  circumstanced 
as  to  distribution  and  occupation  of  population  as  is  Southport,  it  being  found  usually 
that  in  residential  towns  with  populations  having  a  high  proportion  of  elderly  people, 
the  Cancer  rate  is  higher  than  in  industrial  centres  where  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
population  are  younger  and  more  active.  As  bearing  on  this,  point,  it  is  noticeable,  as 
shown  in  the  table  on  a  previous  page,  that  in  Southport  the  rate  is  higher  in  the  Central 
Wards  and  Park  Ward  than  it  is  in  the  more  particularly  industrial  wards,  such  as 
Scarisbrick  and  Sussex  and  Hesketh  Wards. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  five  Private  Slaughter  Houses,  and  the  Public  Slaughter  House  at  Blowick, 
were  regularly  visited  during  the  year,  and  a  careful  supervision,  of  them  maintained. 
The  Market  Hall,  Private  Shops,  Pig  Dealers’  Premises,  and  Ice  Cream  Vendors’ 
Premises  were  also  regularly  visited. 

During  the  year,  among  the  articles  of  food  seized  and  destroyed  were  the 
following: — -Three  carcases  of  beasts  affected  with  Tuberculosis,  one  carcase  and  one 
pig  diseased.  Ten  sheep  were  also  found  dead  in  the  fields  and  elsewhere,  and  were 
destroyed.  Seven  carcases  only  slightly  affected  with  Tuberculosis  were  passed,  after 
the  entire  removal  and  destruction  of  the  affected  parts. 

The  following  articles  were  surrendered  by  their  owners  to  be  destroyed: — One 
bag  of  cockles,  one  case  of  bananas,  38  rabbits,  i2olbs.  of  ham  and  bacon,  and  20  soles. 

During  the  year,  also,  there  were  two*  prosecutions  for  exposing  unsound  food  for 
sale,  and  fines  of  10/-  and  costs  and  ^5  10/-  and  costs  respectively  were  inflicted. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS, 

As  in  previous  years,  the  above  premises  have  been  regularly  visited  during  the 
year,  and  their  condition,  and  that  of  all  milk-supplying  cows,  carefully  attended  to, 
both  in  the  Borough  and  also,  by  virtue  of  powers  obtained  in  the  Southport 
Corporation  Act  of  1900,  outside  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  45  samples  of  milk  have  been  chemically  analysed,  and  of  these 
two  were  found  deficient  in  milk  fat.  One  vendor  was  fined  40/-  and  costs,  and  the 
other  warned. 

Fourteen  samples  of  milk  were  examined  bacteriologically  by  Professor  Boyce  at 
the  Liverpool  University  Laboratories.  Most  of  the  samples  were  reported 
satisfactory ;  a  few  showed  evidence  of  dirt,  and  the  vendors  were  cautioned.  In  00 
case  were  the  tubercle  bacilli  found. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

During  the  year  two  houses  in  Tuiketh  Street,  two  in  Norwood  Road,  and  one 
in  High  Park  Road  were  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  and  dilapidated  condition,  and  in  such 
a  state  as  to  be  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health.  Notices  were  'served  on  the  owners 
under  Section  32  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  threatening  the 
closure  of  the  premises  within  28  days.  As  a  result,  the  property  wa,s  at  once  put  into 
thorough  repair,  to'  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  further  legal 
proceedings  were  not  necessary. 


HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

-  The  regular  house  to  house  inspection  commenced  the  previous  year  was  continued 
during  last  year,  and  many  minor  defects  discovered  and  remedied,  but  fortunately  no 
serious  defects  were  discovered.  The  inspection  is  being  continued. 
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REFUSE  REMOVAL. 


The  ashpit  refuse  has  been  removed  from  private  houses  about  every  ten  to 
fourteen  days,  weekly  from  the  business  premises  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and 
garbage  has  been  removed  from  about  70  or  80  business  premises  daily. 

The  Refuse  Destructor  has  continued  to  do  its  work  satisfactorily,  and  all 
household  refuse  has  been  burnt  in  it,  except  when  it  has  been  necessary  to  cool  it 
down  for  cleaning  and  repairs.  At  such  times  temporary  tipping  places  have  been 
found. 

For  the  last  two  years  the  private  drain  flushers,  formerly  under  the  Highway 
Department,  have  been  under  the  Health  Committee.  It  is  their  duty  to  flush  the 
private  outside  grids  and  drains  of  every  house  in  the  Borough,  and  this  they  manage 
to  do  about  every  two  months. 


TESTING  OF  DRAINS  OF  PRIVATE  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  an  increasing  number  of  applications  have  been  made  to  the 
Health  Department  for  the  drains  of  private  houses  to  be  tested  and  generally 
overhauled  for  ingoing  or  prospective  tenants.  As  these  examinations  are  now  carried 
out  at  a  nominal  charge,  usually  of  from  five  to  ten  shillings,  and  certificates  are  given 
where  everything  that,  in  our  opinion,  is  required  to  make  the  premises  perfectly 
satisfactory  is  carried  out  to  our  satisfaction,  the  public,  are  becoming  more  and  more 
alive  to  the  great  advantage  of  thus  easily  reassuring  themselves  as  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  a  house  before  occupying  it. 


SEWER  VENTILATION. 


There  having  been  complaints  from  time  to  time  in  past  years  of  offensive  smells 
issuing  from  various  manholes  in  the  Borough,  ten  of  Webb's  Patent  Ventilating  Lamps 
were  put  up  at  the  end  of  the  year  1901  at  various  points  on  our  main  sewers,  and  these 
having  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily,  twelve  additional  lamps  were  erected  m 
1903,  and  ten  more  in  1904,  making  32  altogether.  These  lamps  have  continued  to 
do  their  work  perfectly  satisfactorily,  with  the  result  that  practically  the  town  has 
been  freed  from  such  complaints.  All  manhole  grids  are  now  closed,  except  a  few 
left  for  the  purpose  of  acting  as  air  inlets  for  the  ventilating  lamps. 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  is  supplied  by  the  Southport,  Birkdale,  and  West  Lancashire  Water 
Board,  and  is  of  excellent  quality.  A  copy  of  its  Analysis  by  Professor  Thresh,  of 
London,  is  supplied  to  anyone  on  request. 
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GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

In  addition  to  sanitary  work  carried  out  by  private  contractors,  the  following
